‘Ten Long Solar Periods Said |'Sydney Hospitals Filled 
Affecting Weather Forecasts 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 6 (UP).—There are teri long. periods in the radiation 


Each of these has directly observable effects on the temperajure and 


rainfall of the earth, but this varies with place and season and there is some as yet 
unknown factor which: complicates long range weather forecasting. 5 


These conclusions from the work of the Astrophysical ob- 
servatory-of the Smithsonian Institution were announced by 


~ , Beerctary Charles G. Abbot, 


They were thought to bring a step 


nearer the day, when useful weather forecasts may be- made for 
several years, ahead based upon solar observations. 


“The sun's radiation also 
varies irregularly from day to 
day, These variations attend 
the sun’s 27-day rotation, for the 
gun's surface has hot spots as 
well as cold spots upon if,” a 

- Smithsonian: bulletin said. 

“Columns of: finely-divided matter 
shot from sun-spot repions appear to 
bombard the ‘earth and vell the sun 
Slightly when such sun-spots are 
-exactly central, Thus both increases 
and decreases of the sun's radjatlon 
uffect us ys the stn rotates. 

.“An Incrense in the output of the 
sun, expecially if of ‘short duration, 
doer not necessarily mean an Increase 
in the temperature of the curth as 
a whole, Local conditions, such as 
cloudiness and location with respect 
to prevailing winds, have profound 
effects." 


““Changes Of Ph ase” 


“An the past Dr Abbot hay been 
puzzicd by apparent “changes’ of 
phaso” In the weather effects of the 
long periods in solar variation. 
Almost preclscly opposite weather 
results would sometimes ensuc 
from the same solar phenomenon. 
Recent work has convinced hin, 

however, that this is explalnable, It 
depends on the season of the ycar. 
For example, he:says, take an 8-nnd- 
one-elghth month perlod—one which 

_ he actually hos found In the solar 
variations, Every time it recurs in 
the same season it will have the same 
effects at a given station, so fur as 
ft itself is concerned. Other slimul- 
tuncously ‘uperating solar variations 
may, of course, partially modify the 
effects, 

The solar per lods listed by Dr 
Abbot range from — eight and’ one- 
elghth to 273 months, The latter, 
about 23 years, appears -to-be the 
major period in which oll the ofliers 
tepent themsefves ond the most 
successful long ranye forecasts to 
dote have been based upon it. They 
have .been reasonably accurate for 
two or three years in advance. 


‘Dr Abbot has analysed tempera- 
ture and precipitations records for 
Copenhagen, Vienna. and New Hayen 
for the past 140 yenrs and found that 
solar periodicities “continued with 
unaltered ‘phnse throughout this 
peried.- They were sulficlent to ac- 
court for ali departures from normal, 
tercperatures, a 

Long-Term Forecasts 

Dr Abbot gives examples of 
fairly successful weather forecasts 
five years {In advance, ‘These are 
made by finding the average effect 
of cach of the ten long solar 
periods on weather for 50 years 
back. These separate effects are 
‘then combined for the five. “years 
to come, 

Considerable success, he believes, 
might be nechleved in detailed. tem- 
perature and rainfall predictlons for 
{wo weeks In advance, based on the 
changes in. radiatlon reaching the 
earth because of the 27 day rotation 
of the sun on its axils, But this 
would require a sufficient ber 
of co-operating solar rving 
stations to secure highly y accurate 
solar radiation measures every day 
in the yenr, With the three statlons 
now available in, New Mexito, Cali- 
fornia, and Chile, cloudiness prevents 
the observation of the sun on many 
duys of the year. 

‘These dny-by-day ‘solar changes, 
Dr Abbot demonstrates, aro major 
fucters in controlling wenther for 
short periods 

A highly active region on the sun 
may actually reduce the solar radia- 
tion received on the carth, Dr Abbot. 
points out, because “I conceive there 
is an emanation from the sun, 
especially active in sunspot regions. 
This emanation produces’ either 
scuttering, or absorption, or both for 
sclur rays. Its columns are shot 
outwards from the sun for hundreds 
of millions of miles, nnd take roughly 
conical shapes, with vertices at the 
sun's surfaces, As the sun rotites, 
these: columns sweep through space 
and muy even reach the carth. Then 
{he solar constant: is diminished by 
several percent,

WASHINGTON, 


Aug. 6 (UP).—There are ten long periods in the radiation 
of the sun, Each of these has directly observable effects on the temperature
